“I have never agreed to accept 
any foreign influence which ex- 
plains Washington's provocation of 
England against me and my polic- 
ies;" Laval said. 

“No threat can prevent me from 
pursuing reconciliation with Ger- 
many because that policy is inspired 
solely by superior French interests.” 

(The United States recently has 
sought to persuade Vichy from col- 
lJaboration with or giving military or 
naval aid to Germany.) 

In his first statement to the 
French people since he assumed 
power Saturday, the champion of 
full collaboration with Adolf Hitler 
played upon the argument that the 
only alternative to co-operation 
with Hitler was France's capitula- 
tion to Bolshevism. (This is a fa- 
vorite argument of Hitler's 
speeches.)

MOVE UNEXPLAINED 

MacArthur lost no time in or- 
ganizing his command’ and naming 
his staff heads. The fact that New 
Zealand was apparently not includ- 
ed in the command has not been ex- 
plained. However, New Zealand 
is off in the South Pacific 1,200 
miles from the southeastern coast 
of Australia and 3,000 miles from 
the nearest Japanese penetration 
southward. 

Its non-inclusion would indicate 
that al] the action is expected 
northward. New Zealand's separate 
task would be guarding the sea 
lanes from North America to Aus- 
tralia. 

The net result is that a power- 
ful offensive force is being built 
up in Japan's rear while she is 
devoting her main effort, for the 
present, towards Burma, India 
and the Bay of Bengal and to the 
complete conquest of the Philip- 
pines. 

The northward offensive from 
Australia, when it comes, presum- 
ably will not be the only flank 
which Japan must protect over her 
greatly extended communications 
lines, As the reported raid on the 
main Japanese island shows, she is 
subject to attack either from car- 
rier-based planes in the Pacific or 
land-based planes from China, 

There is also the possibility of 

attack from Siberia, which Japan 
fears as much as anything. If Rus- 
sia enters the war against Japan, 
or if Japan attacks Russia in an 
effort to remove the menace, it 
almost is certain that Allied bomb- 
ers will swarm out from Alaska by 
way of the Aleutian islands, to 
operate from the Kamchatka penin- 
sula and the Vladivostok area. 

With the Allies pressing from the 
gouth, the Japanese would have 
their hands full.

The best and the cheapest of all types 
of rationing is the self-restraint of a pat- 
riotic people who regulate their buying 
with a conscientious regard for the need 
of employing the maximum manpower, 
materials and plant in the production of 
war supplies. Canadians should appreciate 
the compliment paid them by Mr. Donald 
Gordon when he said there is now a down- 
ward curve in civilian buying. Not many 
days ago the chairman of the wartime 
prices and trade board spoke in a quite 
different tone, when he said the public 
were indulging in a “buying spree”. 

The warning probably had a good deal 
to do with the slowing down now noted. 
Tt is to be hoped so, and that the more 
moderate pace can be maintained. In that 
event we shall avoid the heavy expense 
and’ diversion of labor that would be in- 
volved in operating official rationing ma- 
chinery all over the Dominion. As em- 
ployment is now general, the volume of 
trade should exceed that of dull times, 
even if the demand for luxuries and near- 
luxuries is curtailed. This should be taken 
into consideration before deciding that 
voluntary rationing must give way to pro- 
hibitory orders.and ration books. 


Cn Seal 
Adolf Must Also Guess 


M. Laval has rebuilt the Vichy cab- 
inet on strictly pro-Nazi lines. He holds the 
posts of chief of the government, min- 
ister of foreign affairs, minister of the 
interior (which gives him control of the 
French gestapo), and minister of infor- 
mation—which means propaganda. On 
paper he is thus completely master of the 
situation. He will answer only to Petain, 
and to him only by courtesy since his pol- 
icies are dictated from Berlin. He will 
order the relations of Vichy with the 
Allied countries and the Axis powers. He 
will tell Frenchmen what they are to be- 
lieve and think, where they are to work, 
and how hard, and for what pay. 

But there is one flaw in the set-up, 
Darlan is chief of the Vichy military, 
naval and air forces. And, while both are 
pro-Nazi, there is no love lost between 
Laval and Darlan. The Admiral was forced 
out of the cabinet, but Petain put him in 
charge of the armed forces, Whether Dar- 
lan will take orders from Laval is con- 
jectural at best. He won't if Petain shakes 
his head, And there have been times when 
the Marshal did draw the line, despite the 
fulminations of Stuelpnagel’s papers and 
the obvioys displeasure of the Fuehrer. 

In a totalitarian order the man who 
controls the army is boss in reality, what- 
ever the list of precedence may indicate. 
The world at large is wondering how 
much rope Petain will give Laval. Herr 
ser is probably wondering the same 
thing. 


Tokyo and Augsburg 


The Tokyo announcers had quite a 
time deciding what they had better tell 
the world about the daiage done by the 
Allied bombers in their first visit to Japan. 
In successive broadcasts they said the raid 
was heavy, that it was light, and that 
popular resentment was rising rapidly at 
the extensive destruction. After which 
people abroad will have to draw their own 
conclusions as to how far the truth was 
allowed to color the reports. It is admitted, 
however, that the raideys were all over the 
place from Hokkaido to Kobe, that most 
of the important Japanese centres were 
straffed, and that the raid alarms were 
kept going for seven hours. In any lang- 
uage it will take a lot of saying to make 
anybody believe that a flock of bombers 
did not do a considerable amount of dam- 
age in those circumstances. And a lot 
more to persuade the Japanese people 
that this visitation was not a foretaste of 
far worse disasters to befall them because 
of the crimes of their war-leaders. 

While Tokyo was thus being awakened 
from its assumption of immunity, on the 
other side of the world R.A.F. bombers 
were demonstrating that no place or per- 
son in Germany is secure. They flew 
across the heavily industrialized western 
zone of the Reich to blast Augsburg, not 
far from Munich and Berchtesgaden. Mes- 
serschmitts are built there, and deisel 
engines for submarines, and war chemicals 
produced. A dozen bombers of the heaviest 
type made the flight, and dropped their 
loads from low altitude, with such good 
effect that the loss of seven of the ma- 
chines is considered worthwhile. This is 
four hundred miles farther than the 
spring air offensive had yet swept. Augs- 
burg is as far from British bases as Ber- 
lin, Every German west of a north and 
south line through the capital now knows 
that he is living in a danger zone, and that 
he may expect the factory where he works 
to be blown to pieces any hour of the day 
or night. 

Aside from the material damages done 
in both areas, the Japanese and the Nazis 
have now a new common interest of dread. 
The war which they intended to confine to 
other countries has come home to them, 
Their own countries are now under attack, 
of a kind that must grow heavier as 
enemy planes multiply and their own air 
Strength weakens in comparison. The 
bomber, which Hitler and his fellow-con- 


spirators counted on to blast a way for 
them to world dominance, has boomer- 
anged. ,

What has been done can be done again, 
and where bombers have flown transport 
planes can fly. As Japanese forces in the 
Philippines have been bombed from Aus- 
tralian bases, it is not impossible that rein- 
forcements and supplies may be carried 
from those bases to Corregidor, or to other 
points in the Philippines or other islands 
where Allied troops are standing siege or 
carrying on gueri: meh 


In the last eleven months salvage oper- 
ations have turned in a large amount of 
varied materials for use in Canadian muni- 
tions plants, while the money paid for the 
waste products netted more than $1,000,- 
000 for the war services funds.

By 
comparing past accident records with 
whatever records may be established un- 
der the new ruling the question will be put 
under the test of known facts. Future 
speed laws can be, and should be, framed 
in the light of the information thus se-

Use The Back Stairs 


Europe Could Be Involved’ 
by Using the Unexpect- 
ed Attack Route 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: Dr, G. A. Bor- 
gese, who is Professor of Italian 
Literature at Chicago University, 
and a, keen observer of current 
events, makes a suggestion in the 
current issue of the Nation 
(N.Y.) which ought to be: of in- 
terest to people in Western Am- 
erica. It is as to where a new 
front should be opened by the 
Allied Nations. 

He tells a little story as fol- 
lows: “There is somewhere a 
baby not much older than a year, 
a rather precocious walker and 
climber. She is fond of climbing 
the stairs between the first and 
second floors of the house where 
she lives, Unwatched excursions 
might be dangerous; therefore a 
gate has been placed at the en- 
trance. She stops at that. Al- 
though she romps around with 
keen eyes she has never come to 
the conclusion that she could 
reach her objective as easily by 
the back stairs, which also lead 
to the upper floor, No second 
gate is needed. That approach 
though unprotected, is not tried.” 

The purpose of this story is to 
suggest that the mental processes 
of high military commands are 
similar to those of a child. The 
front stairs, which are Western 
Europe, seem to be closed, The 
power that Germany still main- 
tains and the lack of sufficient 
Allied shipping, make such an 
approach impracticable. Of 
course there is Portugal—and no 
doubt many have wondered like 
myself why this approach has not 
been made long ago—but the 
British seem to be as squeamish 
about annoying the Portuguese 
as the American State Depart- 
ment has been of annoying Vichy 
France. 

So Professor Borgese makes 
what should seem to be a sensible 
suggestion, Why not use the 
back stairs? Why. not send an 
American Expeditionary Force to 
Siberia via the north Pacific 
route. A Canadian Force might 
be sent too—but he does not 
mention that, The route is a 
comparatively safe one and the 
distance is small compared with 
the distances to the Far East via 
Cape Good Hope or the Suez 
Canal, There is, of course, one 
possible difficulty, namely, that 
Soviet Russia may not want Am- 
erican troops on her soi] though 
she is glad enough to have Am- 
erican tanks and planes and the 
like, But one thing is certain, 
as Dr. Borgese remarks: “If Am- 
erica, Britain, Russia and China 
do not hang together they may 
hang separately”,

In Alberta alone we ag yet 
have no idea of the amount of 
crude oil beneath us. Millions 
of acres throughout each prov- 
ince have never been touched 
by a drill and yet we are told 
daily that much of our crude oil 
must be brought in in tankers. 

If I am informed right, in Rus- 
sia every available man is for- 
ever seeking ways and méans of 
seeking out nature’s secrets that 
will enable them to combat the 
forces against us, Of course they 
are not hampered by the obsolete 
distributing system we are en- 
cumbered with as the Govern- 
ment there controls the means 
of exchange and we do not have 
to pay a few cents for the use 
of our dollar without which it 
seems we cannot operate with- 
out. 

If our Government would take 
control] of our medium of ex-

A change would also do away 
with buildings and vaylts need- 
ed now for depositing what we 
in ignorance call wealth. Imagine 
an intelligent people thinking 
that to be wealthy one must have 
stored away their medium of ex- 
change when we have everything 
necessary given us by nature but 
a distributing system which we 
as yet have not.

Thus is beginning to be ful- 
filled the expectations of those 
many psychiatrists who declared 
as rnuch’ as three years ago that 
the inevitable end of such ego- 
maniacs as Mussolini and Hitler 
was the lunatic asylum. 

I think we have taken a dan- 
gerous comfort out of this fact 
and this expectation. 

There seems to be no doubt at 
all that Hitler and Mussolini and 
the pompous little war lords of 
Japan will each eventually pass 
out of the world picture either in 
a wooden box or a_ straight 
jacket. 

We have taken it for granted 
and unduly comforted ourselves 
with the notion that the dis- 
appearance of these men and 
their immediate satellites will at 
once end the menace which their 
countries now present to us. 

This is exceedingly hazardous 
and certainly a completely un- 
justified speculation. 

The thing for us to worry 
about is not the leaders of total- 
itarianism, but the manner in 
‘which the poison of totalitarian- 
ism may survive in the systems 
of presently totalitarian peoples 
even after their leaders are gone. 

We will defeat Hitler and Mus- 
solini and Hirohito and all the 
lesser jackals and their armies. 
What we must watch with eter- 


nal vigilance is that this same 
spirit of totalitarianism may not 
appear again in other forms. — 

We must not forget that this 
spirit of totalitarianism awaken- 
ed by Hitler and others, may be 
stealthily appropriated, after the 
war by other existing organiz- 
ations whose apparent benefic- 
ence may allow them to employ 
it in even more sinister fashion 
than it is being used today.

| Keep War Away 

Hitler knows that very well. 
Kaiser Wilhelm knew it. Nap- 
oleon Bonaparte utilized that 
knowledge throughout all his 


successful campaigns. When 
Napoleon’s wats came too close 
to home, he was lost. 

To keep the war off Canadian 
soil is not only desirable, there- 
fore, from the standpoint of pro- 
tecting our women and children 
and aged folk from the horrors of 
invasion by a ruthless and bar- 
baric foe, but because this strat- 
egy represents the only way of 
winning the war. 

By concentrating all our forces 
land all our immense resources 
| in Canada to keep the enemy out 
of this country, it is conceivable, 
but not probable, that we might 
prevent an invasion.

Africa and Nazi Marshal Erwin 
Rommel, commander of . Hitler's 
Afrika Korps. 


The Italian, Gen. Ettore Bastico, 
is said to mistrust the free use by 
Rommel of Italian troops.

The C.N.R, applied for leave to 
abandon the operation of its line, 
between mileage 55.37 and mileage 
61.88 on {ts Brazau sublivision, a 
distance of 5.51 miles, 


CHIEF DISSENTS

The proposal of the applicants in- 
cluded a plan of leasing arrange-

Today the puck-minded fraternity across Canada and in the US. fs 
wondering if big time hockey is now over for the duration of the war. 
No one knows the answer to that right now—not even the governors of 
the N.H.L. It will depend entirely on how the war goes, 

Things, however, look a lot brighter right now than they have for 
months. The consensus of best military opinion seems to be that May 
and June will be the all-critical months with the Russian front the one 
to watch. If the Red armies can keep the Nazi horde off balance until 
July, then final victory for the United Nations should be pretty well in 
sight. 


That doesn't mean, however, that we can sit back and take 
things easy while we wait for this decisive turn. We've got to plug 
harder than ever and it will be best not to worry too much about 
sport problems in the meantime. 


lf pro hockey leagues function again next season, there is no doubt 
but what they will be distinctly junior in tint. The C.A.H.A, is already 
preparing to clear the way for a lot of juniors under compulsory military 
age to go south of the border to pro clubs.

MEETING APPROVES 
ECONOMY PROPOSALS 

TORONTO, April 20—(CP)-—A 
program of stringent war-time eco- 
nomies that will effect a saving ‘of 
some $8,000 annually was adopted 
by the Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association as it continued its ann- 
ual sessions yesterday. 

Previously the clubs, both’ senior 
and junior, were allowed $100 a day 
when travelling and $130 when stay- 
ing at hotels. The allowance was to 
cover 15 persons. 

Senior clubs now will be allowed 
$90 a day when travelling and $120 
while registered at hotels Junior 
teams will be granted $80 a day 
while travelling and $100 while 
stationed at. one place. 

In granting a larger allowance to 
the seniors the president said the 
senior playoffs last year yielded 
$40,706 while the junior playoffs 
netted only $5,977. 

The amount to be spent on medi- 
cal fees and hospitalization for in- 
jured players was set at $1,000 
annually, It was decided the $1,000 
should be charged against the Allan 
Cup and Memorial Cup playdowns 
and this sum set aside annually to 
provide for such items. 

The finance committee's recom- 
mendation, which was adopted, pro- 
vides that the following amounts be 
paid for medical accounts and time

TORONTO, April 20.—(CP)—If you believe in numer- 
ology and such the Maple Leafs won't win the Stanley Cup 
again till 1952, but the future wasn’t even considered ‘today 
as members of the Toronto club celebrated victory that 


brought them the world hockey title here Saturday night. 


Climaxing the 
comeback in playoff history, Leafs 
surged from behind to down the 
gallant Detroit Red Wings 3-1 and 
gain the trophy that has evaded 
them since 1932. The old St. Pat- 
rick’s started the “win the cup 
for Toronto every 10 years club” 
in 1922, 

The Wings were only 12 minutes 
and 13 seconds from being crowned 
rulers of the ice lanes when the 
Leafs finally smashed through. His- 
tory was recorded and the Leafs be- 
came the first team to win the best- 
of-seven world series after dropping 
the first three games. 

Largest crowd ever to witness a 
hockey game in Canada 16,218, the 
paid attendance bettered by 559 the 
mark established here April 19, 
1938, when St. Boniface Seals met 
Oshawa Generals in a Memorial 
Cup junior championship final con- 
test. 

Syd Howe scored Detroit's only 
goal early in the second period and 
the Wings nursed the lead carefully 
until Jimmy Orlando, badman of 
the playoffs,,drew his second pen- 
alty of the game. Just as Jimmy 
stepped from the box Dave 
(Sweeney) Schriner tied thé count. 
Pete Langelle netted the winning 
goal two minutes later and Schriner 
added another. 

DETROIT TAKES LEAD 


After the Wings*had earned the 
plaudits of the crowd as they played 
two men short due to penalties late 
in the first period and at the start 
of the second, Howe put them in 
front on a,picture passing play with 
Syd Abel and Orlando, 

Abel started the play behind his 
own blue line and there were four 
passes before Orlando finally 8lip- 
ped the puck to Howe for the score- 
ing shot. Only Ernie Dickens and 
Nick Metz were back and confused 
by the rapid passes, Dickens had 
his back turned when Howe flipped 
a’ backhander from the right side of 
the Toronto net. 

Although they appeared to be 
tiring, the Wings had the Leafs 
stopped until Orlando spilled Syl 
Apps as the Toronto captain tried 
to pass him on the boards. Leafs 
attacked viciously and the Wings 
finally faltered. 


TYING MARKER 

Orlando, who held his head jn his 
hands when referee Bill Chadwick 
waved him to the sidelines, had 
just stepped to the ice when the 
tying goal emerged from a scram- 
ble. Schriner pushed the puck 
slowly toward the Detroit net. 
Goalie Johnny Mowers momentar- 
ily took his eyes from Schriner to 
watch Billy Taylor who was mov- 
ing in and the puck crept over the 
goal line.

Leafs continued to press’ and the 
tired Wings had little strength left 
for a last-ditch stand.

In the southern city. 

In Edmonton, 20 per cent of the 
dwelling places were flats or apart- 
ments. 

Sixteen per cent of the city’s 
homes were stuccoed and 11 per cent 
were of brick construction. 

One dwelling in 20 contained 
business premises; one in four re- 
quired external repair. Three-fifths 
of the homes consisted of from four 
to six rooms and 15 per cent had 
more than six. 

HEATING SURVEY 

Heating was done by hot air fur-

From Noxious Weed Said Remote 


Possibility of devising an econ- 
omic means of extracting rubber 
from leafy spurge, a noxious weed 
common to Alberta, is very re- 
mote, O, 8. Longman, provincial 
field crops commissioner, said 
Monday when commenting on re- 


ports that this was a possible 
source of rubber. 

Leafy spurge usually appears in 
clumps, is a perennial and the whole 
plant exudes a milky sap, from 
which some sources believe rubber 
may be obtained in commercial 
quantities, The plant bears a re- 


semblance to flax, and is a difficult 
weed to destroy. Two years of 
complete fallow will sometimes not 
suffice, " 
“It is true that the latex of leafy 


spurge does contain a limited 
amount of rubber,’ Mr. Longman 
Stated. “It is also true that re- 


search workers are looking into the 
possibilities of ways and means of 
extracting this rubber, 

“At the moment, however, 
methods have not been devised of 
getting the small amount of rubber 
out of a large amount of plant mat- 
erial, and from information provid-

Excessive or intestinal gas is cap- 
abie of causing a great deal of dis- 
comfort. The principal cause of this 
symptom lies in the use of foods 
which are either difficult to digest 
in themselves or which are wrongly 
combined. 

As an example of a food hard to 
digest we have a starchy food which 
has been fired in a heavy layer ol 
grease or fat. In this cage theedigest- 
ive juices may not be able to pene- 
trate the grease sufficiently to work 


| upon the starch, and starch ferment- 


ation will then résult, producing a 
large amount of gas. 

As an example of foods wrongiy 
combined, we have the combination 
of sugar and starch. This mixture 
happens to be readily fermentabie 
and when the patient complains of 
being literally a “walking gas fac- 
tory”. it will usually be found that. 
he has been in the habit of using 
starch and sugar together at the 
same meal. 

There are some foods which 
seem to be especially likely to 
cause flatulence with many people, 
such as cooked cabbage, dried beans, 
melons, onions, garlic, peppers, and 
turnips. Therefore 1 suggest that 
those patients who are so bothered 
with gas discomfort as to be con- 
scious of it, would do well to omit 
these foods. 

Sometimes it is found that foods | 
producing no appreciable flatulence 
in the healthy individual will never- 
theless cause considerable trouble in 
those having any disorder of the 
large intestine or colon. As an illus- 
tration. in colitis, the use of foods

will generally produce gas. For this 
reason the patient with colitis learns 
to avoid eating large amounts of 
raw salads or raw fruits, 

Gas formation may also resui' 
from continued constipation, tn 
cases of this nature, the correction 
of the constipated state and the 
observance of better intestinal hy- 
giene will probably remove the ten- 
dency toward excessive gas form: 
ation. 

When the patient belches fre- 
quently it is probable that he has 
formed the habit of swallowing air, 
or that he is overeating and using 
too many kinds of food at one mea, 
or that he has developed some forin 
of stomach trouble. However, this 
symptom may occur in nervous in- 
dividuals who are placed on any 
kind of nervous strain. 

Flatulence is only a symptom, but 
it is probably the most common 
symptom found in the human fam- 
ily. When due to wrong food com- 
binationgs or to the srlection of the 
wrong kind of food, it may be over- 
come quite easily by correcting the 
diet. Usually the proper diet must 
be.continued for only a month or so 
before the patient begins to secure 
very satisfactory results. 

In other words, in all these eases 
where flatulence is due to wrong 
food selection, the patient is never 
more than thirty days away from 
relief. However, in other cases 
where flatulence is the result of 
some disturbance of the stomach, 
intestine, or liver or gall bladder, 
a longer time must often be spent 
upon recovery, as the underlying 
complaint must be found and over- 
come, 

When gas accumulates to such an 
extent that it causes marked dis 
comfort or colicky pains, reiief 
may be secured by taking a warm 
enema and using hot applications 
over the abdomen. Such relief is of 
course, only temporary, and the 
patient must realize that other mea- 
sures are in order before he may 
expect lasting relief.

Frills Are Cut 
From Clothing 
Of All Britons 


LONDON, April 20.— (CP) — 
British men will have to sacrifice 
two Inches off their future shirt- 
tails, and women the frills from 
their undies and nighties as a 
further contribution to the war 
effort. 

While that might seem a trifling 
amoynt of saving, it was no light 
cut. 

The new board of trade order to 
manufacturers of those garments 
means 1,000 square yards of cloth 
will be saved. That's also equal to 
the labor of 1,000 working people 
for a year on shorts alone, and will 
conserve additional material and 
labor normally apent in fixing up 
decorations for the fair sex.

Oil Conservation 
Plan Works Well 


Plans put forward by a Michigan 
geologist for the operation of the 
Turner Valley oil fields on a well- 
to-well basis, are working quite 
satisfactorily, J. J. Frawley, K.C., 
chairman of the Alberta Petroleum 
and Gas Conservation Board, stated 
Monday. 

The board has carried out recom- 
mendations made last year by Dr. G. 
G. Brown, geologist of Michigan, 
who made a survey of the Turner 
Valley field for the Alberta govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Brown's recommendations, 
adopted by the conservation board 
limits the maximum production of 
the field at 25 barrels per acre per 
day of reservoir fluid. 


Australia Plans 


Huge New Budget 


SYDNEY, Aus., April 20—(CP)--

Across Africa 


Ferry Command Carves 


Air Line Through Jungle 
And Desert To Near East 


By PETER EDSON 


WASHINGTON, April #%.— It will take six tons of 
strawberry jam to keep in operation the new U.S. aerial 
supply route across Africa, during its first year. No, not 
for the Sigihr amp the men who kave carved this airline 
out of t ove ngles and for the personnel they will trans- 

port from the Congo on Africa’s west coast to Egypt and 
the Middle East. 

The full story of this military supply route and its development 
can't be told till after the war is over. But enough can be revealed 
now—including that vital strawberry jam statistic—to show that this 
is one of the most striking and successful chapters of the U.S. war 
effort thus far. 

Sixty-one days after the President announced «this roule, last 
August, the first plane covered its 2,500 miles or more across jungle 
and desert, And now, a mere seven months after the conception of 
the idea, it is a full fledged transcontinental airline with all the trim 
mings, including 144 garbage cans, a couple pianos, a couple billiard 
tables, five dozen shoeshine kits, 1,220 agh trays, 328 dozen sheets and 
3,750 cases of beer, coke and fizz water, to mention some of the crazier 
and more unrelated items. 


ENTIRE PERSONNEL IS HANDPICKED 

Organization of this job came under General Robert Olds of the 
U.S. Air Force’s Ferry Command, who supervises the route, schedules, 
priorities and flow of supplies over this artery to the east. Pane 
American Airways has provided much of the manpower, built the 
airbases along the route and aided in operating the service. 

-The hundreds of men required to put the line in service were all 
hdndpicked and the search for additional qualified personne! is still on, 
Every man had to be in perfect health, pass a rigid physical examinae 
tion and then be inoculated nine times. Pilots had to have 800 hours, 
The medical contingent under Dr. Lowell T. Coggeshall had to know 
all about tropical diseases. At one time last fall a third of the force 
was down with malaria. That has now been reduced to less than one 
percent. 

The supply problem was tremendous. Every nail, screw, stick of 
lumber, spool of thread, hospital and machine shop had to be assembled 
in the United States and shipped to Africa. Pre-fabricated houses 
weighing 44 tons each, five thousand cases of construction equipment, 
2,000 cases of electrical equipment and machinery, 5,000 bundles of 
structural steel and a million board feet of lumber made up some of 
the bulkier items. 

It was decided to ship a full year’s supply of food with the expedl- 
tion. Consequently dietitians were called in and a full year’s menus 
were worked out. Meals are repeated only three times a month, but 
just the same, the cooks know what the men will be eating come 
Fourth of July. 


WORLD WAR I ACE IS BOSS 

In the African pantry are a thousand cases of dry groceries, 750 
cases of household equipment, 37 tons of flour, 15 tons of shortening, 
12 tons of hams, three tons of turkeys, and so on. To preserve it, 400 
cases of refrigeration equipment and, incidentally, 28 cans of roach 
powder. Other pests to battle are snakes, scorpions, gazelles and lions, 
One of the native cooks gets up and shoots a gazelle for breakfast 
every morning, and the word that comes back is that he cooks it in 
a pot with such distinctive flavoring that those who try it once never 
ask for it again. 

Boss of the Pan-American contingent in Africa is a unique chare 
acter named George Kraigher, a Yugoslavian who was an ace in the 
First World War and has held a pilot's license for 28 years. He has 
12,000 hours in the air to his credit, three-fourth of it acquired over 
the jungles, deserts and mountains of Mexico, Central and South 
America, which made him a natura! choice for the African operations 
job. 

A mechanic good enough to keep a 1926 automobile going till he 
traded it in just before going to Africa, a horseman of such zeal that 
he has taken to riding camels, a big, hard-working confirmed bachelor 
who drives himself so hard that he gets up at 5 a.m. daily and geta 
everyone else up, too, a large part of the credit should go to him for 
actually putting the trans-African airline into operation with such 
amazing speed.
